Town Of Wilmington 
Past and Future 


The assets that Wilmington still 
possesses from her far-distant. past, 
asa setting and background for 
any future development in beauty, 
are those that an artist's eye would 
most enjoyably linger over, now. and 
at once. 

Were a skilled landscape painter 
to represent on canvas a beautiful 
stretch of swamp and brook, I 
doubt if any region if: Massachu- 
setts could furnish him with a pic- 
ture so admired and unusual. as 
Maple: Meadow Brook, seen in. win- 
ter., When snows mi with the 
long, gtaceful-and rlehly tan mounds 
of swamp grass, the picture stretch- 
ed out by that it artist Nature, | 
on both’ gides of ell Road, is one 
that is fever wearisome and always 
delightful. The backgrounds of dark 
evergreens and rosy-grey leafless 
boughs of the surrounding woods 
accentuate the long vistas. of a 
curving waterway. No artist 
I know of has painted this Ph. 
But it fies there, a perfect pro= 
duction of Nature, for all who can 
see in what has been long familiar, 
regret uniquely and exceptional- 
ly pleasing. 

Though this view of Maple Mea- 
dow Brook is the most fi id of 
Nature’s pictures in Wilmington, 
others have great appeal. 

The pines and other woodland 
areas, in this town, are so scattered 
and distributed, that, like those bor- 


jdering Maple Meadow Brook, they 


accentuate and increase the beauty 
of the private homes of the people 
—and of their public buildings also. 
The new high school building and 
that formerly occupied by the Jun- 
ior High School, both arrest at- 
tention most immediately because 
they are seen against the tall dark 
pines that so grandly soar beyond 
them: For lovers of woodland beau- 
ty, there are in this town, at pre- 
sent, more home-sites, or home dom- 
iciles already erected, that possess 
either a background of woods or a 
near-view of woodland scenery, than 
has any, other town that I know of, 
in eastern Massachusetts. 

If both public and private build- 
ing enterprise can recognize the’ 
scenic worth of these second- 
growth timber reminders of the 

eval forest—as Wildwood Road 
still does in name—one of the great- 
est assets for keeping the town 
beautiful, will be preserved. Prob- 
ably no town, aside from those 
which include The Middlesex Fels 
Reservation, north of Boston, con- 
tains so many acres of picturesque 
woodland as are now still to be 
seen in Wilmington. 

And unlike the Fels Reservation, 
these stretches of woodland—and o' 
rocky boulders also—are close to

The beauty of the Gongregational 
Church, in its simplicity and in the 
mathematically perfect proportion 
of its steeple, rooflines, and height 
and length, is such that, had it been 
located in England, instead of New 
England, it would have been long 
famed as an attraction for Ameri- 
can tourists to visit. 

If these\four assets in beauty, al- 
ready here, the swamp and brook, 
the woodland stretches, the lake, the 
first church can be studied, copied, 
loved, imitated or emulated, by the 
people looking into her future, the 
town can hecome, instead of a point 
of departure for wageearners, a 
model of beauty, that will attract 
business and residents both. Boys, 
their natural skill perfected by their 
education, can learn to make their 
living inside the town.

Q. My husband, a World War 
I veteran, is drawing a VA pension 
for non-service-connected total dis- 
ability. He has a yearly income of 
$2,000, while I have a_nersonal i 
come of around $600. When he re- 
ports his annual income to VA, 
does he include my $600 along with 
his, or does he just mention his own 
money? 

A. He reports only his own in- 
come to VA. Your income has no 
bearing on his rights. 

Q. A friend of mine served in 
World War II and received an hon- 
orable discharge. After the war, he 
reenlisted and was later discharged 
dishonorably. Will he be entitled to 
GI Bill Benefits? 

A. Yes, on the basis of the mili- 
tary service for which he obtained 
an_honorable discharge. 

Q. I have just been discharged 
from service, and I want to keep 
my National Service Life Insurance 
in good shape. I would like some 
tips on the best way to handle prem- 
ium payments. 

A. The safest way to pay your 
premiums is by money order or 
check, Do not send cash through the

New Diesel Car . 

A self-propelled Rail Diesel Car, 
developed by the Budd Company 
made a mechanical test run on 
the Boston & Maine Railroad be- 
tween Boston and White River 
Junction, Vt., last Monday, it was 
announced today by F. W. Rourke, 
Vice President — Operations of the 
road, 

The car is of stainless steel; is 
85 feet in length; seats 89 people 
and can be operated from either 
end, eliminating the necessity of 
turning at terminals, as a single 
unit; or in multiples as a train. 

“After the experience of the test 
run has been analyzed,” Rourke said, 
“further runs may be made to de- 
termine whether or not such equip- 
ment would lend itself to our op- 
erations, We are particularly in- 
terested in developing the adapta- 
bility of this unit car to the re- 


quirements on various parts of our 
system, including the Boston-White 
River Junction service, now being 
furnished by the ‘Cheshire’ The 
experiments,” he stated, “are being 
conducted jointly by the railroad 
and the Budd Company, builders of 
the car.”
